Freed After 37 Years. 


Edward 
Eckarc, of 
Pennsylvania, 
was paroled from the Wisconsin peni- 
tentiary, In Waupun, after thirty-seven 
years of actual time served behind the 
bars. 


Eckart was convicted of. 
murder 
when twenty-one years old.^His vic- 
tim was 
Charley Peterson, also of 
Pennsylvania. 
The two were tramp-

Burning of Farm House at Wllllamt- 


town, N. J., Wat to Hide Evidence 
of Greater Crime. 


Leo Wharton, his wife, Mary; their 
aix-year-old 
daughter, 
Lillian, 
and 
Johnston Hemphill, a neighbor, whose 
bodies were found after a fire which 
destroyed 
the 
Whartou 
farmhouse, 
near 
Willlanistown, N. J., 
probably 
were shot to death befoer the blaze. 


Examination of their 
bodies 
was 
made by Coroner Stultz, of Gloucester 
county, and the coroner's 
physician, 
Dr. Duffield. 


Part of Wharton's heart was shot 
away, and the top of his head either 
had been blown or burned off. The 
woman had 
been shot through 
the 
back witji a gun. 
Three ribs were 
broken. 


A flattened bullet was in the child's 
brain, a lung was punctured, ribs were 
caved 
in, 
and 
the 
body 
crushed. 
Hemphill had a bullet in his heart 
and the body was riddled with gun- 
•shot. 


Both Hemphill and Mrs. Whartou 
were wounded in a way to indicate 
that 
the 
asallant had &tood above 
them when he fired. 


The ofîlcials have^two theories. The 
first Is that Wharton, enraged to the 
point of insanity by the belief 
that 
Hemphill had been too attentive to 
his wife, attacked the man, bringing 
on a gun duel in which the woman and 
child were either purposely or acci- 
dentally 'Shot. 


The other theory Is that burglars 
broke into the farmhouse, were sur- 
prised at their work, shot the occu- 
pants of the little dwelling and then 
set the place on fire to cover up the 
crime. 


Had there 
been a duel 
between 
Wharton and Hemphill, the fire might 
have been started accidentally by the 
men in their struggle overturning a 
stove. Or a chicken incubator in the 
kitchen might have exploded, the in- 
vestigators point out. 


Mrs. Wharton and the child, frag- 
ments of a night dress still clinging 
to the girrs charred body, were found 
under a twisted heap of bedsprings. 
Wharton was found in that part of the 
cellar which had been under the din 
Ing room. Hemphlirs body was found 
under what had been 
the 
kitchen. 
Hemphill was dressed, and, from his 
position, apparently had been trying 
to get out of the kitchen door when 
the collapse came. 


The barrel of a 22-calIher rifle and 
the double barrels of a shotgun, con- 
taining a recently exploded cartridge, 
were found in the cellar. 


About 
the 
middle of last week 
Hemphill announced that he was go- 
ing In to Williamstown on Saturday. 
On the afternoon of 
that day Mrs. 
Wharton and Hemphill drove In to 
Williamstown in Wharton's carriage. 
Wharton was noticed ahoiit his place 
in the afternoon, although it had been 
said that he had been observed in 
Williamstown. 


Still 
another 
rumor had It that 
Wharton told his wife at noon Satur- 
day that he was going to New Yorlv 
and would not be back until Sunday 
night. There are somo who say thai 
Wharton was seen to alight from a 
late train at Williamstown Saturday 
night.

HOLD MRS. EATON 
FO£MURDER 


Admirais Widow Accused of 


Poisoning Hhn 


Mrs. Jennie May Eaton, widow or 
Rear Admiral JoaopU W. Katon, U. S 
N., retired, was arrested in Hingham. 
Mass., charged with the murder of her 
husband, 
whose recent death 
under 
mysterious 
circumstattces 
ha« 
been 
under investigation. 


District Attorney A. F. Barker an- 
nounced the arrest in the following 
statement: 


"^Irs. Eaton is under arrest, charg- 
ed with the murder of her husband, 
Rear Admiral Joseph Giles Eaton. 


"Admiral Eaton did not die a nat- 
ural deatli. 
This fact was communi- 
cated to me on March 10 by Professor 
Whitney in a preliminary verbal re- 
port, and has been known to the oill- 
cers working on the case since that 
time. 


•*Death was due to arsenical poison- 
ing, 
Peculiar features which are in- 
volved have prevented the authorities 
from communicating them to the pub- 
lic. 


"We have been unable thus far to 
ascertain where the poison was ob- 
tained. 


"Mrs. Eaton was arrested at 
her 
home at Assinnippl." 


Before Mra. Eaton was taken be 
fore Judge Pratt she telephoned 
to 
her counsel, Francis J. Geegan, who 
hurried to court in an automobile. 


Mrs. Eaton later was arraigned be- 
fore Judge Pratt, who conducted the 
inquest into the admirars deatli. She 
pleaded not guilty and was committed 
to jail without bail for a further hear- 
ing on March 28. 


Mrs. Eaton held a whispered con- 
versation with her lawyer, but made 
no outward protest against going to 
jail. There was no demonstra4:ion of 
grief nor anger. Apparently she had 
decided to accept with stoicism hoi 
commitment. 
She 
asked 
that 
ici 
daughters 
be 
notified at once aiitl 
wished them to visit her in ja'l witli- 
out delay. 


"1 feel sure that everything 
will 
come out all right," said Mrs. Eaton, 
and she indicated by her 
demeanor 
that she believed this. 


Rear Admiral Eaton died suddenly 
on the morning of March 8. 
He was 
sixty-six years of age, but, according 
to his friends, had been In perfect 
health. 
Two days later the funeral 
was held at Dracut, his former home. 
There was no service at the grave, 
and, besides the undertakers and the 
newspaper men, only the widow and 
her daughter- by another marriage wit- 
nessed the interment. There were no 
military honors. 


The rear admiral had seen thirty- 
nine years' service in the navy. 
He 
commanded the transport Resolute at 
Santiago, Cuba, aud received a medal 
of honor for his share In that battle 
He was born n' '^freenvllle, Ala,, and 
was mar*' 
. vw. 


The present 
Mrs. Eaton was 
the 
admiral's second wife, and she for- 
merly was the wife of D, A. AIns 
worth, once a clerk In tho 
United 
States senate. Her father was George 
iiarrlson, and the family homo was at 
Alexandria, Va. She is forty years o: 
age. 


The investigation is said to ha^ e 
developed that her married life wa? 
not altogether happy. Her explanation 
that her husband died from an attach 
of indigestion did not satisfy the nicd- 
lea) examiner, and 
after 
conferring 
with the family physician ho delayed 
the propc^rition cf the body for burial 
until a postmortem had been made.

EW YORK.—A 
romance 
which 
disrupted 
an imperial 
opera 
company, started a war among 
tho aristocrats of Vienna 
and 
for threo years kept the musical cir- 
cles of two continents in general tur- 
moil, ended 
the other 
day 
with 
a 
quiet little marriage in the city hall. 
One of the participants was 
Lucile 
Wasself, a Harlem girl, who, 
under 
the stage name of Lucille Marcel, is 
known as one of the world's 
great 
prima donnas; 
the other was 
Felix 
Weingartner, the famous conductor. 


The two met four years ago when 
Marcel; then virtually unknown, was 
selected by Richard Strauss to cre- 
ate tho title role in that most diOi- 
cult opera, "Elektra." 
Weingartner 
was conducting the Imperial 
opera 
company at Vienna, where the lirst 
production of the n e w opera was to 
be given. 
He was married at 
tho 
time to Baroness Fedora von Dreifus, 
an intimate friend of the Archduchess 
Marie Valerie, Francis Joseph's young- 
er daughter.

Lucille was retained. 
Strauss met 
her In Vienna and Introduced her to 
Felix 
Weingartner. 
The 
rehearsals 
began. 


The conductor then was forty-five 
years old. 
To musical Europe he was 
known as "the wandering genius." Un- 
like most musicians of talent, he had 
never been content to settle down In 
one of the various Imperial 
orches- 
tras. which are scattered over the con- 
tinent. 
Ho had at one time been a 
cx^nductor of tho Berlin Opera Royal, 
the kaiser's official company, but, fail- 
ing to adjust his musical convictions 
to those of his royal patron, had un- 
ceremoniously 
resigned. 
Hia 
posts, 
as conductor, had 
ranged 
from Vi- 
enna to Now Yoric. 
In 1905 the New 
York Symphony paid him |12,000 to 
conduct eight concerts. 
Prohibited by 
royal decv^e from playing within 20 
miles of Berlin, he 
had 
filed 
suit 
against the kaiser for an annulment of 
tho agreement which the German em- 
peror declared still bound him to the 
Berlin Opera Royal. 
The ault was 
promptly decided against him, and he 
gave a series 
concerts In a little 
village just outside the limita set by 
the emperor's decree. 
Some idea of 
his German popularity may be gained 
from the fact that, despite their dis- 
tance from the capital, these concerts 
were an immense financial success. 


This wp.s the man who was fated 
to inspire love, for the first time, in 
the heart of Lucillo Marcel. 
With 
each rehearsal of Strauss' tremendous 
opera their mutual interest grew deep- 
er. 
Their souls shook as the 
mad 
gusts of Elektra's death dance whirl- 
ed them together 
through 
the wild

struments.

Fish Will Eat Anything That 
Comes 


Its Way, He Say«—Takes on Bal- 
last During 
Storm. 


.Through tho good work of tho Kor- 
ernmont flsh hatchery at 
Boothbay 
Harbor, Me., the cod industry, along 
the Maine coast Is Ihiproving 
each 
year. 
Although it was feared a few 
years ago that the cod were fast b e l n i 
extormluated. fishern: en now 
report 
that they are muKlplylng and 
that 
prices are bettor thaii ever. 


Cod eggs are collected along 
tho 
Maine coast hy the little steamer Gan- 
nett, owned by the government 
and 
commanded by Capt. George 
Groon- 
leaf 
Often the steamer collects from 
1,000,000 to 2.000,000 eggs at a time 
ond then carries them to the hatchery, 
where they are 
scientiflcally 
treat- 
ed. 
When the fry are largo enough 
to look out for themselves they 
are 
liberated. 


Tho government ha., spent 
thou- 
sands of dollars upon the local station 
and has succeeded In interesting the 
fishermen 
In the work. The fishermen 
ir.variably set aside a spawning cod to 
await the arrival of the steamer Gan- 
nett, which frequently visits tho Ash- 
ing grounds. 
Probably no man 
In 
tho country is more familiar with the 
haunts and 
characteristics 
of 
the 
codfish than 
Captain Greenleaf, who 
says: 


*'Why, bless your life, son, the cod 
Is one of thf ugliest fish afloat 
He 
irn't naturally savage like the dogfish, 
but he is easily -miffed and Is always 
ready to act ^n self-defense if he thinks 
himself in danger. 


"Say, perhpps you won't bollpve It, 
but it's true as gospel, a codfl&h will 
tackle anything when he feels like It. 
They'll eat anything, too. Ever hear 
of a cod eating a coot for dinner? 
Well, it's a fact they'll do it when they 
get a chance and I've known them to 
eat whole lobsters without waiting to 
have the shells picked off.

day we got a seed cod aboard 
the

It was ono of the biggest

Bread Is the staff of life; It Is neces- 
sary that we know how to keep that 
staff In good condition. The following 
breads are good to add variety to our 
tables. 


Vienna Roll«.—Take a cup of warm 
water, two teaspoonfuls of sugar, two 
of salt, a fourth of a cup of tepid wa- 
ter, In which a yeast cake Is dissolved, 
one egg and two and a half cups of 
flour. 
Mix and set to raise; when well 
risen roll out In long rolls and form In 
crescent-shaped rolls. 
Set to raise; 
brush with melted butter, and. when 
light bake in a hot oven. 


Brioche.—This Is the French coffee 
cake. 
Mix together two cups of flour, 
four tablespoonfuls of sugar.three eggs, 
a half cup of butter, a teaspoonful of 
salt, a fourth of a cup of water In 
which the yeast cake is softened, a 
fourth cup of milk and a cup of nalxed 
fruit. 
The fruit may be raisins, cur- 
rants and citron, cut In very 
thin 
pieces. 
When risen, roll in long roll, 
form In circle and slash with a iharp 
knife. Sprinkle with sugar and cinna- 
mon and bake. 
•Pocket book rolls for the children 
are made of the Parker house roll mix- 
ture, cutting them as for Parker house 
rolls. When they are folded over, put 
two or three currants in each, then

money they find in their rolls.
